The explosion ot lire-damp in the 
Wellington Colliery, accompanied by a 
lamentable loss of human life, was an 
unlooked-for calamity. The Province 
Laa enjoyed for so many ycara an im- 
munity from the calamitous occurrences 
that ever and- anon stir older coal-pro- 
ducing countries that the first fooling 
one experienced on hearing of the mel- 
ancholy event was one of surprise. It 
is sad to know thatal least twelve men, 
hale and hearty, who descended into 
the pit on Thursday morning were 
within a fnw minutes after leaving the 
surface mangled and blackened corpses. 
The agonizing spectacle, as described 
by 1^. correspondent, of the bereaved 
relatives of the dead miners as they 
gathered about the pitt's mout/i and 
called in agonizing accents upon tlio.se 
they will never again meet on this 
earth, is touching in the esctremej and 
wo feel sure the mourners will receive 
all the sympathy it is in the power of 
the public to bestoiv. Only the other 
day, in reriowing the report of the In- 
spector of Mines, we felicitated our- 
selves on tho fact that in raising 170,- 
000 tons of coal last year but three 
lives were sacrihced. With the im- 
perfect information at hand it is im- 
possible to even conjecture the causes 
that led to the disaster. All we at 
present know is that every device tliat 
human foresight could provide for the 
comfort and safety of the men in their 
employ has hvei\ provided by tho Van- 
couver Coal Company in their work- 
ings and by the owners of tho mine in 
which the calamity occurred— Drxs- 
MUIR, DicioLE & Co. In his report to 
tho Government, dated 5th February 
of the present year, .Mr. PniOR, the 
Government Inspector of Mines, says: 

"In the Wellington Colliery there was 
an average of 40,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute passing in tho main return, and 
this qimntity v.'as well distributed. In 
this mine more lite-damp hns been met 
with in tho lower workings than was en- 
count red to the rise , which is quite to bo 
expected ; biit uitli ordinary care, com- 
binjd witli tlie good ventilation that is 
there, no danger need bo anticipated." 

It remains to bo shown whether tho 
"ordinary cure " which the Inspector 
regarded as indispensable was observed 
by the unfortunate men when they en- 
tered the level on tiic fatal morning ; 
and whether taking into account tho 
previous circumstance that the level 
had been on fire two days before, and 
that the air was necessarily vitiated, 
ordinary precautions were taken to 
insure thoni.selves against accident.

A MECIIAiVlC SEALS THE FATE 
OF A CON TINE ST. 



The last mail from England conveys 
this startling intelligence: "Near Brad- 
ford a novel kind of machinery has 
been invented by a mechanic and is at 
work. It goes on all night by itself. 
The premises are locked up, everything 
is dark and quiet, and in the morning 
it is found that the machinery has pro- 
duced all by itself large quantities of 
beautiful articles in silk, cotton and 
wool." If tliis is true four millions of 
the English people now emplow.'d in 
the mills must seek homes in a foreign 
land and give up the only trade of 
which they know anything. All these 
new European and American labor- 
saving machines will ultimately dimin- 
ish tho population of the two continents 
and spread the surplus over Africa and 
Asia. In every work of Nature there 
is evidence of design and in the inven- 
tive genius of Europeans and Ameri- 
cans there is the design of a Superior 
power apparent. The population of 
Africa and Asia must disappear like 
the red Indians before the onward 
march of uiillions seeking homrs abroad. 
The steam engine assisted our ances- 
tors to emigrate in thoubancl.'? and take 
possession of America, and it is destin- 
ed to spread the surplus pojjulation of 
two continents first over Africa and 
then over Asia. That novel invention 
at Bradford has written the death war- 
rant of the Zulus and of all theAfrican 
tribes. Its influence, as a mover of 
millions in search of food, will be felt 
in Asia. The inventive genius of man 
points clearly to the externiiiuition of 
the people of the two continents, and 
the work must begin at once. Ameri- 
cans have for the present room enough 
at home; but the Europeans must go 
in millions to another land. Tho in- 
ventor of the Bradford machinery in- 
tended to save labor and has succeeded 
in giving millions of his countrymen 
the order to march. Wo shall soon 
hear of fleets and armies on the way to 
take possession. The progress of the 
age points clearly to the extermination 
of the inferior races, yteamships, nee- 
dle guns and novel machinery are gi- 
gantic powers and they are destined to 
produce in this nineteenth century as 
tounding changes all over the earth's 
surface. If the novel machinery in- 
vented and at work in Bradford 
spreads over Europe too soon it will 
create revolutions and destroy king- 
doms. The rulers of that continent 
must immediately prepare to provide 
for thLir surplus populations. Tho me- 
chanic in Bradford has sealed the fate 
of Africa and provided kings and cm 
perors with a serious question for their 
consideration. 



Editou Colonist: — It is very kind 
of Dr. Dosn Clark to come to this city 
and dulifer us a lecture upon this sub- 
ject, a-'id to depict tho evils to be avoid- 
ed in order to ensure happiness in the 
insrriage state — more especially so as 
the admission to hear him is freo of 
charge.

And of the dissipation 
of men preceding marriage, and of the 
I miseries thereby entailed on both men 
i and women? Such observations and 
I lecturing would seem to show there 
I pi-ovailed in this city a largo amount 
] of tloinpstic infelicity which required 
\ attention; but what is really the case? 
I There is not to be found in the wide 
world a larger amount of happy wed- 
I ded life than is to be found in this very 
I city where this "doctor'.s" lecture was 
delivered. Where is there to be found, 
in proportion to the population, a larg- 
er luuiiber of children? Does that look 
like connubial unhappiness? Twins, 
indeed, are not unfrequent — and there 
have been triplets ! 

Where can there be found a larger 
number of healthy, hapjn*, smiling, vell- 
dni.ssed and cleanly chihiren than in 
this city of Victoria? 

Where fewer instances of matri- 
monial squabbles to be settled at our 
Police Court? And as to divorce, it is 
not in our line. 

In further confirnmtion walk round 
our .suburbs; look ;it the ])retty homes, 
neat and garnished, and all, so to sjieak, 
in "apple-pie order ' with their trees 
j and gardens. Do these \'aried indica- 
I tioris look as if we required to be 
I taught by the lecture that is so copi- 
I ou.sly reported in both papers? 
I Dr. Clark might well have said "in 
my repertoire of lectures I have one 
j upon the subject of marriage ; but 
i judging from obscr\ ation I see its de- 
livery here would be misplaced. You 
are entitled to all praise, and require 
no lecture from nie to teach you your 
duty." _ W.K.B.

Mr. Speaker took the Chair at 2 05 p.m. 

THE Ml.SSINO DISl'ATCH. 

Ml'. Ash liaiulcd in a report from tlio 
committei; appointed to onquire into tho 
circumatances relative to the non-publica- 
tion of tlie dispatch dated June 9th, 1870, 
and pertaining to tlie reservation, of rail- 
way lands, 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said thoaQair wm in 
a mo.st unsatisfactory condition. Some 
persons thought ' it had boon cleared up, 
but it was in reality more cloudy than 
over. Tho fact of tho dispatch hftvin<,'- 
•been' suppressed may liavo clianged tho 
whole tonor of railway ne^'otiations. It 
seoined atraiigo to Iiint that the 
non-reservation had not been com- 
mented on by tho Onvornniont. Ho 
could only say that tho statement of tiio 
late Lieut. -Governor made by letter that 
dispatches wore, as a rule, sent to tho 
clerk of tho E.xocutivo Council wa.s jjro- 
bably an error of nieuiory. Tho lato Lt. - 
Governor luid pursued no such course, but 
had invariably insisted on communicating 
with tho head of tho Government, and 
sooner than conimunicato with any other 
minister he would hold a dispatcli over 
for a day or two. Tlio dispatcii in (jues- 
tion when found boro marks wliieh allow- 
ed tho date on which it had been referred 
to tho executive by tho Governor and 
there could be no doubt the memorandum 
made on tho dispatch was every word of 
it true. Ho regretted that the matter 
was still in 30 unsatisfactory a condition 
antyiejt\egi]ttpd it the duty of the Govern- 
nient'to pursue the investigation during 
tlio recess! 

Mr. Ash would stfite that he felt posi- 
tively certain that no member of the late 
Guvernniont knew n! the oxi.stence of tlio 
dispatch and was cuiu ineod that 3Ir. El- 
liott could have had nothing whatever to 
do :\('.ith it'^ 'suppression (hear, hear). He 
(Mr. Ash) thought that the nioniory of 
the Attorney General was a little at fault 
in reference to the matter, for if he would 
reflect lie' would reniomber that so punc- 
tilious was the lato Lieut. -Governor that 
when he received an important dispatcli 
he attended a meeting of tho E.xecutive 
and read it before it was submitted to tho 
members of the Expoutive. The state- 
ment of the late Lieut. -Governor that ho 
could not call to mind receiving such an 
important dispatch as the one under dis- 
cussion was moat extraordinary. It wa.i 
probably the most, or one of the most, 
important dispatches over received hero, 
ana to his (Mr. Ash's) mind It was simply 
wonderful that Mr. Trutoh had no recol- 
lection of its receipt. Ho would repeat 
that he thoroughly exonerated the Elliott 
Government from h.aving anything what- 
ever to do with its suppression, as he was 
convinced that not one of the members 
of that Govemraent knew of its existence. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that Mr. Trutch 
had been seen in conference trith his niin- 
istcrs on the. 4th of July at the Scotch 
picnic, tho day of tho receipt of the 
dispatch. 

Mr. \\"ilson thought all judgment 
should bb suspended until further infor- 
mation had been received from Mr. 
Trutch. 

Mr. Smithe agreed with the last speaker. 
It was wrong to endeavor to place blame 
cither on the late Lieut. -Governor or the 
late Government until further informa- 
tion had been reooivod. Ho regretted 
that the matter remained in such a cloud- 
ed state, hut he could not understand 
how it was that the Dominion Govern- 
ment had refrained fi'.uii all iillusion to 
the subject. It seemed to him that the 
m:.tter should not .be allowed to drop un- 
til itjhad beeh definitely ascertained where 
the Mtae*i«lts *'or'"oiiight to rest. The 
Dominion Govornment had neglected to 
give the information which they must of 
necessity have at their command; tlic 
dispatch Wiis ■ penned at Ottawa and it 
ought to have been qliuiitted to the C'lim- 
mons with other railway papers, or an ex- 
planation should have been given why it 
was not submitted. Uo contended that 
the preseiit'^Gdvernment of the Province 
should have iippliod to ( ittawa for the 
reason why the dispatch liad not been 
laid before tho Ottawa' Hou.se. Ho con- 
sidered the explanation given by Mr. 
Trutch unsatisfactory and unless he had 
received instructions from Ottawa to sup- 
press the dispatch temporarily or other- 
wise, he would have submitted it in the 
ordinary eoursie to the Executive Council. 
One would have thought that just jue- 
vious to leaving oflice iMr. Trutch would 
havoieon moat anxioito to have some ;ic- 
tion takon by the Executive on so import- 
ant a. q^ucstion as that dealt with by the 
dispatch! This would assuredly have been 
his desire and he was compelled to come 
to the conclusion that subsetiuent .to tliu 
receipt of the dispatch by Mr. Trutch it 
had been suppressed by authority. What 
appeared to him most remarkable and 
most iitiiiccountablo was that Mr. Trutch 
had no recollection either of its receipt or 
suppression. Ho thought it the duty of 
the Government to follow uji the investi- 
gation until some clear conclusion had 
ueen arrived at. Ho regretted the names 
of the late Governor and members of tho 
Government had been, mentioned, but he 
hoped the matter \vould not be allov.'ed to 
rest. 

Mr. Mara said that tho leader of tho 
Govornment in making a dcfonco for tho 
late LiQut>GQyernor had infercntially 
thrown ,tlid blanio on the late Premier. 
AiiyoneWho had heard tho evidence of 
Mr. Elliott could have come to no other 
conclusion than that ho knew nothing 
whatever of the existence of the dispatch. 
If Mr. Trutch had sent the dispatch to the 
executive or, had had a conference with 
his Ministera he would have insisted on 
some action being taken. No action, 
however, had been taken. The Secretary 
of State for Canada and the deputy head 
of the 'Department could probably explain 
the matter, ('and; he thought that a series 
of questions should bo prepared during 
the present session to be forwarded to 
them for reply. He did not think in jus- 
tice to Mr. Elliott that the matter should 
bo left entirely in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment, especially after the remarks 
which had fallian from tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Ho' would hot' iiiiiihuate ihat the. 
Government would act unfairly towards 



Mr. Elliott, but he did not think that 
they should have the .sole control of the 
investi^tl»n.?^;._r J;..\ ' " ■' i. 

Hon. "Mr. Walkem said he did not en- 
tirely exonerate the late Litut.-Govemor 
from blame, but ho was not prepared to 
assert as some wore that he was responsi- 
ble for the suppression of tho dispatch or 
had kept it back from his Ministers. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said tho question was: 
Why waa not the dispatch printed and laid 
before the House of Commons ? He would 
ask tho chairman of tho Committee if he 
had taken means to find this out ? 

Mr. Ash referred tho hon. gentleman 
to the previous report of the Committee. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that did not 
clear the matter up. Everybody knew 
that a dispatch of 1878 superseded a dis- 
patch of 1876 ? Why was not the latter 
printed ! Ho did not think tho affair had 
been sifted to the bottom and hoped that 
a further investigation would place tho 
blame in the proper quarter. There ought 
to be no difficulty in finding out why the 
suppression took place. Ho could readily 
undoistand.that Mr. Trutch had not un- 
derstood the full purport of the question 
put to him and before blaming him or 
anybody else further enquiry shotdd bo 
made. (Hear.) 

Tho report was referred to the Printing 
Committee, < 

l>UaUC ACCOUKtS. 

Mr. Wilson presented the second re- 
port from' tho Oommittoo on Public Ac- 
counts. 

Ordered printed. 

ClllAVlNO DOCK DU.L. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho .^^cond 
reading of an Act to provide that in 
tho event of tho Government of the Do- 
minion of Canada carrying into effect tho 
provisions of 37 Victoria, Chap. 17, Sec- 
tion 1, Statutes of Canada (providing 
.?2r)0,000 for dock purposes) it shall be 
lawful for tho Lieut. -Govoruor in Council 
to award such contracts, construct such 
work-s, and make such payments, as may 
bo necessary in his discretion, to secure 
the construction of the graving dock at 
Es(piimalt. 

Mr. Siiiithe said tho Governnientsiiould 
have taken stoiis to ascertain whether it 
was tho intention of tho Ottawa Goveru- 
ineiit to pay tho S2u0,000 for dock pur- 
po.ses as a bonus or not. If they 
liad obtained this information it 
might have had a very material bearing 
on tho main work of the drydock as well 
as on the present cofferdam work. If the 
information had been favorable tenders 
might have been invited and the contract 
let for the construction of the dock. 

Mr. Wilson said that without tho pas- 
sagu of the bill before the House the 
(joveiument had no power to let the con- 
tract. Judging from the friendly feeling 
existing between tho Government here 
and tho Government at Ottawa he thought 
there was very little doubt tho $250,000 
would he forthcoming as a bonus. 

Mr. Williams said if the lato Govorn- 
ment had got tho §250,000 they would 
have made it a present to somebody t(i 
take the dock off their hands. Tho bill 
only gave power to the Government to 
spend the money in the event of their 
getting it. 

Mr. Ash was glad to see tho bill 
brought in, but he could not complement 
the Government on their drydock policy. 
(Hoar, hear. ) Nearly a year had elapsed 
' since they assumed office, but literally 
nothing had been done. They should as 
soon as possible after regaining powor 
havo insisted on tho completion of the 
cofferdam contract under the supervision 
of the Lands and Works Department. 
The Government had £50,000 at their 
call in London and ho bolieved tho proper 
policy to pursue was to go on with tho 
construction of tho dock independent of 
tho Dominion. He could not blame tho 
Government for refraining to apply to 
j Ottawa for the S25O,0OO promised so long 
•as the Separation Petition remained in 
existence. He would repeat, let tho work 
be commenced on tho dock and then re- 
quest the Dominion to cany out its 
promises of payment as tho work becoinea 
complete. 

Mr. Mara intended to support tho bill 
but dissented from the views of tlie mem- 
ber for Coniox. Tho proper principle 
wiia to get the money first and build tho 
dock afterwards. It could not bo built 
out of Provincial revenue and he hoped 
it waa not tho intention of the Govern- 
ment to applj' for a further loan. If it 
was ho would oppose the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem- It is not tho in- 
tention of the Govornment to accept the 
views of tho hon. member for Comox. 
The bill speaks for itself. 

After further debate the bill was read a 
second time and committed, Mr. Bennett 
in the chair. 

Mr. Ash moved to strike out tlie words 
"in the cvynt of tlio Government of tho 
Dominion of Canada carrj'ing into effect 
tho provisions of 37 Vie. , chap. 17, sec- 
tion 1, Statutes of Canada." Ho did this 
because, according to the provisions of 
the Act tho Dominion Government was 
not called on to make payments until 
work had been conimencetl. 

Mr. Sniithe was not prepared to sup- 
port tlie amendment because its effect 
would be to saddle the Province with tho 
responsibility of constructing the dock 
whether tho §250, 000 is to be received 
from Canada or not. He believed tho 
drydock for many years to come 
would be a burden to tho country and that 
the best policy to pursue was that in- 
augurated by the late Government, viz., 
j to hand it over to the Imperial Govern- 
I ment and thus relieve the Province of 
I further responsibilit\' as to construction, 
j The revenue to be doi-ived from the dock 
I wjuld be iusuflicient for years to meet tho 
i current expenses in connection with it. 
j He was opposed to giving the Govern- 
ment power to construct the drydock in 
the event of their getting ^60,000 from 
Canada as a loan and the Act simply pro- 
1 vided for an advance to be charged against, 
i the Province. The bill, if passpd, would 
i give the Government power to let con- 
! tracts for any amount, possibly a million 
dollars. The contracts might bo awarded 
at exorbitant figures ; members of tho 
cabinet might bo believed in by 
their supporters, but when ho re- 
membered the purchase of cement and 
machinery he felt that it would be ex- 
ceedingly unwise to give tho Government 
the extraordinary power proposed by the 
bill. The Government should have known 
long 'ere this whether they were going to 
get tho §250,000 from Canada aa a bonus 
or not. It was quite pos.iiblo that mem- 
bers of the Ottawa Cabinet had changed 
their views on the matter as they had od 
the railway, which they originally said 
they would build in ten years. It was in- 
cumbent on every memlier of tho House 
before passing this act to ask himself 
whether he was prepared to saddle the 
Province with the cost or completing the 
dock. He contended tho Province was 
not in a position to assume such a burden 
and that the House was not justified in 
giving the Government power to enter 
into contracts to the extent of 8250,000 
at the least without knowing that 
it would bo refunded. He waa 
fully aware of the importance 
of -the .drydock to the country, 
but until it was known that tho 8260,000 



was to be obtained as a bonus hon, moni- 
bors should be slow in granting unlimited 
powers to the Govorninont. The House 
was simply asked to give the Government 
authority to spend hundreds of thousands 
of dollars just as they liked and ho jforone 
was opposed to anything of the sort. No' 
explanation had been offered as to how 
the money waa to bo expended; all they 
said was "give us tho power to spend it; 
that is all wo ask, and you will find by 
and by that .we have dono- best." This 
was altogether insufficient for him and 
should be so for every other member. It 
was no justification to the Government to 
say that their hands were tied by the 
Separation petition. They were responsi- 
ble for placing themselves in that predic- 
ament and should be held so to the coun- 
try. As it was already known that the 
Carnarvon Terms would not be carried 
out he would like to hear from tho Gov- 
ernment whether it waa their intension to 
secede from tho confederation on May 1st 
or ignominioualy back down from tho ab- 
surd position they had assumed. The 
Government should be . candid-.onough to 
state what "they intend 'doing. If' they 
intend to secede then of course the Prov- 
ince will have no right to expect the 
8250,000 from Canada at all, and tho bill 
before tlie House would not be worth tho 
paper it ia written on. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the Separation 
petition waa not undor discuasion at 
present. 

Mr. Smitho said it had a \ery great 
dc.ll to to with tho question before tho 
House. (Mr. Drummond insisted on tlic 
Chairman calling tho nioniber for (.'ow- 
ichan to order.) 

The Chairman ruled Mr. Smitho in m - 
der. . ,■ 

Mr. Smitho would ask the' 'Gbvorh- 
mont if thoy were prepared to cairy out 
tho obligation entered into by tlie lati' 
legislaturo to hand over tho drydock 
plant to tho Imperial Government/ Ho 
thought tho matter .should be allowed to 
stand over until next session and that in 
the meantime tenders should be invited 
and submitted to the next House for c<m- 
sideration. This waa the proper and 
safest course to adopt. (Hear.) 

Mr. Evans waa convinced by the speech 
of tho hon. gentleman that he did not uu- 
dorstand the question at all. He says the 
work is au important one and ought tu bo 
finished and in the same "breath- that it 
will ruin tho Province. He' could not 
underatand Mr. Smitho at all. His speech 
was a most oxtraordinaiy cue. He hoped 
the present Government would hot follow 
a bad example. Tho hon. gontleniaii 
(Mr. S.) thinks ho has experience and he. 
(Mr. Evans) did not think so. . ," i 

Mr. Williams said the leader of the Op-; 
position gets up in this House to sneak 
about a dock and he knows nothing about 
it. He does not know whether it will 
cost a 000 or a million. Ho thinka it 
is his duty to oppose this Government, 
which he (Mr. W.) thought a good one. 

Mr. Walkam-rMr. Chairman, you uro 
in an unenviable position. You aro com- 
pelled to sit there and liaton to all this 
twaddle. The hon. gentleman opposite 
says gravely that tho sum ia too large to 
intrust to tho present Government. Ho 
fears t.(iat they would squander it. Tlio 
gentleman should show that ho is fit to 
be a h'ader or a statesman. If in private 
life outside this door a gentlem&.n told 
you that he could not trust you you 
would be offended and shuti him. Such 
language as ho used shows that ho must 
have evil thoughts of his own and he do- 
serves our pity. The orinciplo of this 
bill is in one c'auso and tncdobateislimit- 
ed to a small space. Ho had no complaint 
to make of tho member for Comox. Re- 
ferring to tho secession resolution he said 
if he thought we were to be tricked out if 
the railway ho would at once withdraw 
his allegiance from tho Dominion Govern- 
ment. The secession rciibliition, as'' it is 
called, is the deliberate act of the major- 
ity; it binds us to go into tho struggle 
with the mother country, but we are re- 
solved to stand by it. Tho duty of the 
Dominion Government ia to heal the 
wounds of this disaffected Province and 
bind it closely to tho Dominion. He 
would boldly and fearlessly insist on the 
rights of the Province. Ho did expect 
from the new Premier more prompt ac- 
tion, but he waa disappointed. Ho then 
returned to tho drydock. Tho limits of 
tho expense were fixed by the engineers at 
§500.-000. Ho did not agree with the 
amendment of Dr. Ash because it would 
give tho Government too much power. 
All tho money at their disposal for that 
work is 8250,000. Wu cannot get tho 
other $250,000 until tho work ia finished. 
Wo have sixty or seventy thousand dollars 
worth of material on our hands and we 
ask no power to use any other money on 
tho work. We have not communicated 
with the Imperial Government and did 
not intend to do so. He had no notion 
to let tho Imperial Government escape 
tho payment cf thoir §250,000. Ho hoped 
to proceed vigorously with tho work and 
soe it Banished. With this secession docu- - 
ment in the hands of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment it would not be a wiao step to 
ask them for §250,000. They would say 
those British Columbians aro not in 
earnest; their throat of secession is a de- 
lusion ; here thoy are again asking more 
favors, He could not ask them under 
present circumstances for favors. If they 
refuse to fulfil their contract we must 
ask to be placed in tlio position we occu- 
pied before we joined the Confederation. 

Mr. Smithe did not wish to interrupt 
the hon. gentleman while he waa speaking 
but ho (Mr. W.) put words in his mouth 
which were not uttered by him. What 
he (Mr. S.) did say was that in every 
class o' society it is acknowledged tint it 
is unsafe to place unlimited authority in 
any man's hands. He had no intention 
of reflecting on tho hon. gentlertian who 
made a cap for himself, and if he chooses 
to wear it he might do so. He has accus- 
ed mo of charging him with dishonesty 
for tho purpose of parading his innocence. 
Ho (Mr. S.) did not accuse liim of dis- 
honesty, but ho would not place in his 
hands tho power which would bo vested in 
him by this bill. Tho hon. gentleman ac- 
knowledges that Sir John Macdonald did 
not on a former occasion carry out his 
pledges and ifao, itisreaaonabletosuppose 
he may fail again. He would wish the Local 
Government to ask the Dominion Govorn- 
ment a plain question: Is the §250,000 
to be given as a bonus or a loan? The 
present Local Government may get that 
amount as a bonus if thoy ask it. He in- 
sisted that the clause in this bill would 
give the Government the power of run- 
ning tho Province into debt and that is a 
power that they sheuld not have. ' ' <' 

Mr. Mara thought ihat Mr. Smithe had 
taken the proper course. The delay in 
bringing this measure before tho House 
was no doubt caused by the Government 
hoping to got aonio railway news, Thoy 
could not pretend to niiaunderatand tho 
Mackenzie Govorninont. It is plain thoy 
believed that tho 8260,000 was a loan. 
He would insert in'|the^mendi^ent)^^' 
to make it clearly undersfobd "^that we 
would not on any terms accept tho loan 
from tho Dominion Government for 
building the dock. Ho thought it would 
be an expense to the counliry and he~wai> 
sure it woul4 be (Qt^unate lor us if the 



Imperial Government would take it off' 
our hands and finish it. If the .$250,000 
ia to be a gift, take it. If a loan we 
should not touthGit.'L- Thel present Gj)V- 
emment have no asaurance tnattho 8250,- 
000 is to be a gift. Until that ,a88urancQ: 
ia ohtained he would not give the Goverh- 
ment power to expend any monej' in com- 
pleting a work that would incre.aao taxa- 
tion on an already overburdened people. 

Mr. Wilson said when tho railway 
terminus is at Esquimalt the dock will bo 
uaeful. Ho waa astonished to hear any 
one object to such a work. 

Jlr. Beaven said tho propositions laid 
down in the bill were the best that could 
bo devised for the Province. 

Mr. McGilivray would have no objec- 
tion to tlie bill if it were plainly stated 
that the work would be proceeded with 
only on condition that the $250,000 to bo 
received from the Dominion was to bo ac- 
cepted as a gift; not as a loan.' He hoped 
tho terminus would be at Burrard Inlet. 
Nature had formed that harbor for fleets 
and for tho torininus of tho Eastern high 
road of tho Northern commerce on its way 
to .Vsia. 

Hon. -Mr. Walkem said the Oovern- 
mont of tho Dominion cannot venture to 
say one thing to-day and another to-mor- 
row. Ho are are rosoived not to borrow- 
any more money. 

Mr. Harri.s would not oppose the 
bilk 

.Mr. iVbram.s uhray.s believed that tho 
dock should be built by the Imperial or 
Canadian Government. It was & work 
tho Local Government should never un- 
dertake U.I it would not pay. It is true 
the bill gives tho Government power to 
expend a largo sum in contracts, but he 
bolieved they would not do so. Indeed, 
ho 'thought they dare not expend any 
money on the dock to be furni.shed out of 
the finances of tlie Province. 

Mr. WiUi.uiis said tlie drydock if coin- 
j plotci-l would pay half tho taxes of the 
j I'roviuee ill 12 months.

SEVERAL TTOTrSTSSD. 

HEART-RENDINC SCENES AT THE 
PIT'S ryiOUTH. 

A terrible explosion occurred at the 
Wellington coal mines, DD[)arture Bay, 
early on Thursday morning resulting in 
tho death of ele\ eu miners and the se- 
rious injury of ;,cveral other.s. From par- 
ticulars received from Nanaimo last even- 
ing we gather that about 2 o'clock on 
on Tuesday afternoon a fire, supposed to 
have originated from the ignition of coal 
by a smoldering blast, occurred in the 
mine on the No. 10 level! On Wednes- 
day, however, it was supposed that the 
fire had been subdued, and on Thursdaj' 
morning between 25 and ',iO miners pro- 
ceeded to work as usual. Almost iniiiic- 
diatoly the men reached the level a vio- 
lent explosion attended with dreadful re- 
sults took place. As near an can bo as- 
certained tlio following ixro known to have 
been instantly killed : — J. Ronnie, single, 
aged CI; .loliii Hoskins, married; J. 
Cam|)boll, niari'ied; John Dixi u, married; 
II, Gougli, single; L. Prella, a native of 
Italy, single; Apollas Deiney, :i native of 
Ohio, single; and four ChiiiaincUj The 
bodies of those unfortunate hien liavebeen 
recovered, and when tho steamer Maudo 
left Nanaimo yesterday voli ntcers were 
going down ti; endeavor to i e.soue otlier 
miners who aro known to have deseonded 
on Thursday mcu-iiing, but of whom no 
tidings havo since been heard. At latest 
advices, however, from the mine tiie foul 
air and gas wiis overpowering and the fire 
was still burning tiereoly. The brave 
men, therefore, who had volunteered 
their .services liail tn bo hoi.sted to the sur- 
face, leaving but tho faintest liojje for tho 
safety of the entombed men. Two men 
with serious injuries, but atill with the 
breath of lifo iu their bodies, were takon 
from the mine. Thoir names are Wm. 
Itoberta and Andrew .Scott. The former, 
who was blown a distance of .some thirty 
yards up the slojie by the force of the ex- 
plosion, received injuries to his head and 
legs. Scott, who was only rescued by be- 
ing literally dug out of fallen rock and 
debns, sustained aovoro bruises about his 
head and a dislocated shouhler. lie is 
improving in condition and may recover. 
The body of J. Reunie, one of the killed, 
was dreadfully .sliatlered and mutilated, 
the back of his head and his right foot 
being blown clean oiE The body of A. 
Deinoy was also badly shattered, and his 
head bore marks of severe bruisos. One 
of the Chinamen brought to the surface 
was in a similar condition, his head be- 
ing broken in several places. At 7 
o'clock on TluirKday evening two white 
men and three. Chinamen wcro ; still en- 
tombed. The scenes at the pit's mouth 
were he'art-rehding in tho extreme; 
wives and children flocked to tho vicinity 
of the ex|ilosion and, filled with fears for the 
Worst, anxiously between sobs sought in- 
formation as to the fate either of a hus- 
band or a father. As "run" after "run" 
came to the surface crowds of friends of 
the unfortunate men assembled with 
cagernesH to gather the least particle of 
news, which in some instances extinguish- 
ed the last ray of hope loft and iu others 
renewed the suBponso and intensified it. 
All tho "workings ' in the vicinity of the 
spot where tho explosion occurred were 
completely destroyed, and it was neces- 
sary to repair tho air guides or brattice 
before volunteers could descend far 
enough to rescue tho entombed miners. 
The surmises as to tho cause of tho explo- 
sion aro numerous; but nothing definite 
concerning it has as yet been aacertaiiied, 
nor is it probable that there will be un- 
til tho Coroner's inquest is held. Tho cx- 
ploaioii is the most torriblo in tho annals 
of coal mining on tho Pacific coast 
and the circumstances attending 
it will bo fully investigated. It ii 
stated that tho level must be 
flooded to subdue, the , fire and .that the 
employe's of the Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany had suspended work and proceeded 
to Wollingtoii to render such assistance 
as lay in thoir power. Campbell and 
Ho.skina both leave a wife with two chil- 
dren behind thom and Dixon leaves a wife 
and six childron.

What a 
namel" Stopping suddonlj". in the middle 
of his speech Mr. Crosby turned to the 
President and in a tone of voice that in- 
dicated astonishment . he asked, "Is it 
true that a member of the Local Legisla- 
ture came here aiul spoke in favor of tem- 
perance!"
